FESaiEBNT'S  REPORT 

Pros.  Cleary  received  a  call  from  the  Cope  people  in  Washington  regarding  Labor 
Law  Reform.  An  all-out  effort  is  being  made  to  knock  down  Labor  Law  Reform. 
Pres.  Cleary  heard  that  Sen.  Brooke  is  wavering  on  the  cloture.  Calls  should  be 
made  to  Brooke  &  Kennedy  to  vote  for  Labor  Law  Reform.  People  should  write  personal 
letters  and  arrange  appointments  with  the  Senators  during  the  February  recess.  We 
think  it  will  come  out  just  before  the  recess  but  not  be  acted  upon  until  after 
the  recess. 
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With  regard  to  the  Interpretation  of  Chapter  21*8,  an  Act  regulating  the  purchase 
of  apparel  hy  .the  Commorjwealih  saying  that  they  .have  to  buy  apparel  with  a 
'union  label  on  it';  President  Cleary  spoke  to  Al  Holland  about  it  and  he  agreed 
to  interpret  the  Act,  with  authorization  from  the  Governor,  to  include  the  word 
textiles.  Pres.  Cleary  spoke  to  the  Governor  &  Dave  Liederman  about  it.  Bob  Segal 
drew  up  a  draft  of  the  legislation  that  would  allow  the  State  to  boycott  J. P.  Stevens 
products.  The  Attorney  General  is  going  to  give  a  ruling  on  it.  If  we  get  a 
favorable  ruling  on  it  from  him  the  Governor  -will  enforce  it. 

Pres.  Cleary  got  a  request  from  Local  5  to  set  up  a  meeting  with  Reg'l  Dir.  Bob 
Fuchs  of  the  NLRB.  The  meeting  was  held  last  Friday  and  Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin, 
V.P.  Cardinal,  Arthur  Batson  &  George  McCall  were  among  some  of  the  people  present. 
Pres.  Cleary  thinks  they  had  a  very  successful  meeting.  The  Stewards  previously 
had  the  right  to  process  a  grievance  anywhere  in  the  Shipyard.  The  Company  waited 
until  the  Contract  was  signed  and  is  now  giving  the  Stewards  trouble.  It  is  enforcing 
the  agreement  in  the  contract  which  says  that  you  have  to  get  permission  from  the 
Supervisor  and  if  it  doesn't  interfere  with  production  the  supervisor  might  let  you 
go.  Bob  Fuchs  interprets  the  agreement  to  mean  that  if  a  person  tells  the  supervisor 
he  wants  to  see  the  Steward  then  he  has  the  right  to  see  him.  What  the  Supervisor 
is  doinj  now  is  telling  the  people  that  if  he  is  not  told  what  it  is  about  then  that 
person  cannot  see  the  Steward.  Mr.  Fuchs  stated  that  he  will  sit  down  with  Mr.  Lenox 
who  is  with  the  Company  and  explain  his  understanding  to  them  and  then  get  back  to  us. 

Pres.  Cleary  attended  the  Cope  meeting  in  Connecticut  together  with  Sec.-Treas. 
Loughlin  and  John  Callahan.  The  meeting  was  held  for  the  purpose  of  explaining  the 
computer  system.  Pres.  Cleary  stated  that  it  isn't  so  much  the  idea  of  if  we  are 
going  to  go  on  computer  but  when.  The  big  drawback  is  how  much  it  is  going  to  cost 
and  can  we  afford  it.  We  want  to  find  out  how  much  National  Cope  will  give  us  to 
go  on  the  computer.  There  is  going  to  be  a  Cope  meeting  later  on  in  the  year  and 
we  will  get  more  details  at  that  time. 

Motion  duly  made  &  seconded  to  accept  the  President's  Report.  So  voted. 

SECPJSTARY-TBEASOHER'S  REPORT 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  gave  the  General  Fund  &  Cope  financial  reports.  Motion  duly 

made  &  seconded  to  accept  the  financial  reports.  So  voted. 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  told  the  Board  about  the  trouble  the  union  is  having  with  WAGE. 
They  are  taking  over  quite  a  few  of  our  locals  and  we  have  our  work  cut  out  for  us 
in  trying  to  defeat  NAGE. 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  read  a  communication  which  came  in  late  from  the  Fall  River 
Labor  Council.  There  was  some  trouble  in  getting  a  union  man  appointed  to  the 
Housing  Authority  and  the  fight  on  this  has  put  them  in  debt  for  $U>000.  They  want 
us  to  pick  up  a  tab  of  83,000.   Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  pointed  out  that  we  are  already 
in  the  process  of  getting  money  together  for  the  next  convention.  Motion  duly  made 
&  seconded  to  turn  this  over  to  Exec.  Officers.  So  voted. 


Sec-Treas.  Loughlin  informed  the  Executive  Officers  &  the  Executive  Board  that  the 
matter  of  a  per  capita  increase  would  have  to  be  voted  on  at  this  next  Convention. 
He  also  stressed  the  fact  that  we  would  have  to  discuss  the  need  for  annual  conventions 
The  experience  from  our  last  convention  proved  that  the  cost  of  holding  a  convention 
every  year  is  getting  too  expensive  and  the  Executive  Officers  and  Executive  Board 
will  have  to  take  this  into  consideration  and  make  some  recommendations  on  what  to 
do  about  annual  conventions. 

Motion  duly  made  &  seconded  to  accept  the  Secretary-Treasurer's  report.  So  voted.

Dir.  O'Malley  is  going  to  speak  to  the  Council  today  regarding  Labor  Law  Reform.  The 
Central  Labor  Unions  have  been  invited  to  hear  him.

Cope  Dir.  Callahan  met  with  Ken  Kelley  who  is  the  Co-ordinator  for  Concerned  Seniors 
for  Better  Government.  No  conflict  is  anticipated. 

Motion  duly  made  &  seconded  to  accept  the  Cope  report. as  one  of  progress.  So  voted. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  there  is  an  opening  for  a  Commissioner  on  the  Industrial 
Accident  Board.   John  Prendergast  is  on  the  Screening  Committee.  Motion  duly  made 
&  seconded  tl.at  the  Council  go  on  record  endorsing  V.P.  Rodwell  for  the  position 
and  that  a  letter  be  sent  to  the  Governor.  So  voted. 

Rcg'l  Dir.  John  O'Malley  spoke  to  the  Council  re  Labor  Law  Reform.  He  stated  that  , 
the  timing  is  important.  We  would  like  to  have  this  come  up  before  the  Panama  Canal 
issue.  There  was  a  commitment  to  bring  it  up  February  7th  in  the  Senate,  however,  tQ? 
are  now  wavering  and  are  thinking  about  bringing  up  the  Panama  Canal  issue  first. 
Pressure  is  being  exerted  upon  the  Senators  beyond  any  other  fight  we  nave  had  in 
Congress.  The  longer  the  fight  goes  on  the  more  pressure  they  are  going  to  be 
subject  to.  We  are  not  going  to  let  up  on  our  campaign  even  if  we  think  they  are 
going  to  vote  the  right  way.  He  asked  that  letters  and  telegrams  be  sent  to  the 
U.o, Senators.  He  has  post  cards  on  the  Labor  Law  Reform  bill  which  he  has  been 
giving  out  to  be  signed  and  returned  to  him.  They  are  going  to  be  bulk  carried  to 
the  Labor  Task  Committee  in  Washington  who  will  hand-deliver  them  to  the  Senators. 
Dir.  O'Malley  requested  that  the  members  of  the  Executive  Board  return  the  cards 
to  the  State  Labor  Council  or  the  Regional  Office.  He  also  requested  that  we  try 
to  meet  with  the  2  Senators.  When  talking  to  the  Senators  or  their  staff  make  sure 
that  they  know  what  we  are  interested  in  is  the  bill  as  it  stands  now.  Ask  them 
directly  what  their  position  is  on  a  filibuster. 

Pres.  Cleary  stated  that  he  has  been  asking  that  they  vote  for  the  Labor  Law  Reform 
bill  and  cloture. 
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Reg'l.  Dlr.  O'Malley  told  the  Council  that  he  has  been  spending  a  lot  of  time  out 
in  the  field  where  the  action  is.  He  believes  that  is  the  only  way  he  can  effectively 
carry  out  his  programs.  He  has  appointed  Frank  Meyers  his  Assistant.  If  anyone  has 
any  problems  Prank  Meyers  has  full  authority  to  make  decisions  on  Dir.  O'Malley1 s 
behalf.

PRESIMiflT '  S  REPORT 

Pres.  Cleary  spoke  about  the  Continental  Shelf  bill  with  the  Murphy  amendment 
that  ntates  that  all  material  will  be  built  union.  The  bill  lost  by  7  votes  in 
the  House  and  6  of  those  came  from  Massachusetts.  He  saw  Congressman  Brinan  and 
aske-i  Mm  why  he  voted  off  on  this.  Congressman  Brinan  stated  that  he  wasn't  that 
feuai'iiar  with  it  and  hadn't  been  lobbied  too  heavily  on  it. 

Ccn^.  TftLrke  has  a  Social  Security  Bill  H.R.  10068  which  he  would  like  us  to  support. 

HoKc  JO,  the  Hatch  Act  will  be  brought  up  the  first  of  May.  Trying  to  get  Muskie 
to  cr^rry  the  bill.  If  he  does  there  is  a  good  chance  of  it  passing. 

Pree.  Cleary  spoke  about  the  trouble  we  are  having  with  some  Congressmen  and  the 
fact  that  they  are  anti  labor.  This  was  discussed  in  Florida  at  the  AFL-CI0 
Convention.  The  suggestion  was  made  that  we  should  attack  all  the  politicians 
who  didn't  vote  with  us  who  were  supported  in  the  past  with  Cope  money  and  endorsements, 
Pres.  Cleary  believes  that  we  should  key  in  primarily  on  the  individuals  that  are 
definitely  anti  labor.  There  are  7  or  8  of  them.  There  is  going  to  be  a  COPE 
meeting  next  Wednesday.  At  that  time  Al  Barkan  will  be  in  town  and  will  give 
the  picture  nationally  of  what  we  are  going  to  attempt  to  do. 

The  Labor  Law  Reform  bill  is  coming  up.  The  longer  we  wait  the  stronger  our 
opposition  gets  in  Labor  Law  Reform.  We  don't  know  if  we  can  get  enough  votes  to 
cut  off  a  filibuster.  Hopefully,  Al  Barkan  will  have  up-to-date  news  on  Wednesday. 
The/  are  trying  to  get  Brooke  to  speak  at  the  Cope  meeting.  Pres.  Cleary  suggested 
that  all  of  the  members  of  the  Council  get  to  him  on  Labor  Law  Reform,  especially 
Cloture^ 


Presr  Cleary  is  supposed  to  get  some  additional  information  about  the  computer  but 
hasn't  received  it  as  yet.  He  was  asked  to  come/wl>th  some  of  our  affiliates  that 
tiieydcn't  have  on  the  computer.  There  are  a  number  of  them.  The  biggest  immediate 
outlay  on  this  is  key  punch  operators.  Pres.  Cleary  thinks  that  if  they  want  us  so 
much  we  can  get  the  key  punching  done  by  the  National.  He  is  going  to  meet  with 
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AFSC&ME  to  see  if  they  will  also  do  all  of  AFSC&ME. 

Pres.  Cleary  was  in  Florida  during  the  time  the  Snow  Emergency  Unemployment 
Compensation  came  up.  The  bill  had  to  do  with  the  wavering  of  the  one  week  waiting 
period.  He  spoke  to  Howard  Smith  and  Brian  McDonald  about  it  over  the  telephone. 
Jim  Loughlin,  Arthur  Osborne  and  Bill  Cashman  worked  on  it.  The  IDE,  Fire  Fighters 
&  Teachers  were  also  involved. 

There  was  a  rumor  about  a  rally  to  support  the  mine  workers  last  week.  He  saw 
John  O'Malley  who  also  didn't  know  the  whole  story  on  it  and  asked  him  what  the 
position  of  the  AFL-CIO  was  on  it  and  John  said  he  would  check  it  out.  Dan  Murray 
checked  it  out  and  came  up  with  a  resolution  that  was  passed  at  the  National  AFL-CIO 
la;.*:  lecember  in  strong  support  of  the  miner's  strike.  He  then  received  a^.call  from 
Stc>  Kyller,  Paul  Melody  and  others  about  the  rally.  Bill  Cleary  anrL-.Stan  Kyller  were 
on  a  list  of  the  people  who  were  supporting  the  rally.  Stan  called  Dave  Martin  who  is 
the  miner's  representative  working  out  of  the  Amalgamated' s  office  and  asked  him  about 
his  name  being  on  the  list.  Dave  Martin  stated  that  their  names  were  on  a  list  of 
people  they  hoped  would  support  them.   Stan  had  his  name  taken  off  the  list  because 
he  wasn't  sure  he  should  be  involved.  Bert  Farnham  called  up  about  it  and  found  out 
that  Lou  Anteil  of  the  Mine  workers  wasn't  even  sure  if  he  was  going  to  show  up. 
Saturday  he  got  a  call  from  John  O'Malley  who  told  him  that  a  letter  was  coming  up 
from  George  Meany  supporting  the  miners::and  he  asked  that  Pres.  Cleary  make  a  statement 
on  it.  He  and  Jim  Loughlin  went  to  the  rally  which  was  held  at  the  Electrician's  Hall. 
Thero  were  quite  a  number  of  people  there  and  they  obviously  had  different  political 
and  social  views.  ITJE  201  had  two  bus  loads  of  people  there,  the  Boston  Teachers  and 
SEITJ  also  had  a  number  of  people  there.  It  wasn't  100%  union  but  it  wasn't  95% 
comstanist  either.  As  far  as  President  Cleary  is  concerned  it  was  his  intent  to 
support  the  mine  workers.  He  asked  Dave  Martin  since  when  does  a  person  hit  our 
affiliates  and  then  afterwards  come  to  the  parent  body  and  ask  for  our  support. 
Martin  psaid  we  could  attribute  that  to  his  being  naive. 

V.Po  Cardinal  talked  about  a  group  that  has  been  hanging  around  the  Shipyard.  They 
call  themselves  the  "United  Workers  of  America.  He  stated  that  there  are  a.  lot  of 
groups  that  cause  trouble  at  the  yard.  This  has  been  going  on  for  years.  It  is 
his  opinion  that  we  should  educate  the  people.  If  we  don't  we  are  going  to  lose 
people  to  these  splinter  groups. 

ExeCc  Y.P.  Osborn  stated  that  they  have  the  same  trouble  at  Raytheon.  He  has  done  a 
study  on  this  group.  This  is  an  international  scheme.  The  group  is  made  up  of 
college  drop  outs  andnthey  have  infiltrated  IDE  201,  IBEW  1505  and  the  shipyard. 

V.P.  Oroteau  has  reservations  about  supporting  the  mine  workers.  He  is  surpised 
that  President  Georgine  hasn't  complained  to  President  Meany.  He  pointed  out  the 
problems  the  Building  Trades  has  with  District  %0   of  the  Mine  Workers.  In  his 
opinion  if  they  want  our  support  they  should  belong  to  us. 

Pretfc  Cleary  pointed  out  that  if  the  mine  workers  go  down  the  restisl-  of  us  will  be 
ri&ilat  behind.  It  is  the  domino  theory.  We  can't  sit  by  and  watch  a  strong  union 
b^  taken  down.   It  would  only  be  a  matter  of  time  until  we  were  next. 

With  .regard  to  the  Outer  Continental  Shelf  bill,  H.l6ll+,  V.P.  Croteau  informed  the 
Council  that  an  amendment  was  made  by  Murphy  from  New  York  that  the  platform  used 
be  bvj.lt  and  manned. by  Americans,  i+0  platforms  are  to  be  built  at  a  cost  of 
approximately  10  million  apiece.  That  is  close  to  i+0  million  dollars  worth  of 
work  to  go  to  American  workers.  The  Massachusetts  delegation  including  Drinan 
was  lobbied  by  the  AFL-CIO  and  every  union  that  has  a  lobbyist  in  Washington. 
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V.P.  Croteau  contacted  our  Congressional  delegation.  The  three  Congresmen  from 
Massachusetts  who  voted  for  it  were  Moakley,  Burke  &  Conte.  Every  congressman 
was  sent  a  letter  either  thanking  them  for  their  vote  or  reprimanding  them.  He 
also  asked  for  their  thoughts  on  why  they  voted  for  or  against  it.  A  Congressman's 
duty  is  to  represent  his  district  and  he  has  to  vote  on  any  legislation  that  is  going 
to  he  an  international  issue  he  should  think  about  how  it  is  going  to  affect  his 
district.  V.P.  Croteau  has  taken  some  steps  with  his  International  to  see  that  not 
a  Congressman  in  Massachusetts  except  for  the  ones  who  voted  with  us  will  receive 
any  more  money  from  them.  Yesterday  he  met  with  the  Business  Agents  of  the 
Carpenters  and  propos^dto  them  that  we  hit  Harrington.  He  not  only  prohibited 
the  United  States  from  getting  the  work  (3k   of  the  1+0  platforms  will  be  built 
o-ver-jeas)  but  he  took  work  away  from  General  Electric  which  is  in  his  own  District. 
GoE,.  will  not  be  able  to  provide  the  motors  and  other  machinery  to  be  put  on  those 
rig's.  A  letter  is  going  to  be  sent  from  his  organization  to  all  the  Congressmen 
who  opposed  the  Murphy  amendment  telling  them  that  because  of  Harrington's  vote 
on  the  Murphy  amendment  we  are  going  to  attempt  to  beat  him.  Harrington  is  the 
most  vulnerable  and  could  be  beat.  Harrington  supposedly  didn't  vote  for  it 
because  he  didn't  want  to  upset  the  delicate  balance  of  the  International  Free  Trade, 

V.P.  Cardinal  agreed  with  V.P.  Croteau  and  added  the  following:  Reg'l  Director  Tony 
Svi:?;5?ero  contacted  Jim  Loughlin  and  asked  that  letters  be  sent  to  the  Congressional 
delegation  from  the  Council.  This  was  done  and  he  thanked  Sec. -Treasurer  Loughlin. 
The  slnpyard  sent  out  letters  to  the  3  congressmen  who  supported  this  and  to  the 
ones  that  didn't  telling  them  how  we  felt  about  it.  He  suggested  that  we  defer 
any  political  action  until  next  week  at  the  Cope  meeting. 

Pros,  Cleary  stated  that  this  will  be  brought  up  with  the  full  Cope  Committee. 

Motion  duly  made  &  seconded  to  accept  the  President's  report.  So  voted. 

Sir:^rAE.Y-TEMSURER'S  REPORT 

Sec  -Treas.  Loughlin  gave  the  General  Fund  &  Cope  financial  reports. 

VcP.  Devlin  requested  a  copy  of  the  financial  reports.  There  was  a  discussion  on 
thi3  and  V.Pe  Tarallo  made  a  motion  which  was  duly  seconded  that  this  discussion  be 
postponed  until  the  next  meeting.  V.P.  Devlin  amended  the  motion  by  adding  that  a 
copy  of  the  next  financial  report  should  be  given  to  the  members  of  the  Executive 
Council  and  then  a  discussion  be  held  as  to  whether  or  not  the  financial  report  .■  ■• 
should  be  distributed  every  month.  The  motion  with  the  amendment  was  so  voted. 

Motion  duly  made  &  seconded  to  accept  the  Financial  Reports.  So  voted. 

Sec,-vj-oas.  Loughlin  read  in  the  newspaper  that  Markey  &  Heckler  are  thinking  of  not 
voting  for  the  Humphrey  Hawkins  bill.  A  letter  is  already  on  the  way  to  them. 

With  regard  to  the  Bottle  Bill,  Sec. -Treas.  Loughlin  testified  on  the  bill,  .n  ■ 
pj'e.iideni;  Cleary  asked  the  Governor  if  there  was  room  for  a  compromise  on  the  bill. 
We  then  filed  a  bill.  The  Governor  said  he  would  veto  it  if  it  hit  his  desk.  Lois 
V±:aes   has  stated  that  people  who  loae  their  jobs  will  be  given  a  stipend.   Sec. -Treas. 
Loughlin  Fsked  a  question  the  other  night  on  a  panel  when  and  if  these  people  lose 
their  ,"iobs  what  provision  is  being  made  to  place  them  in  employment.  In  Lowell  alone 
there  is  a  plant  that  has  a  payroll  of  over  f>  million  dollars.  We  would  lose  that 
pi -.nt  if  the  bottle  bill  passed. 

Wo  are  going  to  have  to  start  thinking  about  what  we  want  to  do  about  a  yearly 
convention.  It  is  Sec, -Treas.  Loughlin' s  opinion  that  we  shouldn't  have  one  every 
year  as  there  is  not  enough  money  for  it.  We  are  also  going  to  have  to  start 
thinking  about  going  for  a  per  capita  increase.  We  rank  l+8th  in  this  Country  in 
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per  capita  tax.  The  Cope  account  only  gets  10  per  member  per  month.  Motion  duly- 
made  &  seconded  to  accept  Secretary-Treasurer's  Report.  An  amendment  was  made  that 
a  Committee  be  appointed  to  study  the  question  of  biennial  conventions  and  an 
increase  in  the  per  capita  tax. 

Pres.  Cleary  said  that  at  the  Executive  Officers  meeting  they  had  decided  to  check 
into  this  and  come  up  with  a  solution. 

V.P.  Brunelle  thought  that  the  Committee  should  also  consider  the  price  of  the 
banquet  tickets  as  we  lose  money  on  the  banquet. 

Sec-Treas.  Loughlin  pointed  out  that  the  next  convention  is  already  set  up  and  we 
would  have  to  go  for  a  constitutional  change  and  then  it  couldn't  be  implemented 
immediately  because  the  following  convention  will  be  election  of  officers* 

Motion  duly  made  &  seconded  to  accept  the  Secretary-Treasurer's  report  with  the 
amendment  that  the  Executive  Officers  study  the  question  of  biennial  conventions 
and  an  increase  in  the  per  capita  tax.  So  voted. 

Pres.  Cleary  read  a  resolution  from  the  Coalition  of  Labor  Union  Women  and  a  motion 
was  made  to  adopt  the  resolution.  There  was  a  discussion  about  the  group  with  some 
of  the  Council  saying  that  they  heard  some  derogatory  things  about  CLUV  being  against 
labor, 

Motion  duly  made  &  seconded  that  this  resolution  be  tabled  until  the  next  meeting 
and  an  investigation  be  made  of  CLUW.  So  voted.

Leg.  Dir.  Cashman  informed  the  Council  that  the  Committees  will  only  take  written 
testimony  on  refiled  bills  or  matters  previously  discussed.  The  Chairmen  were 
notified  "by  the  Speaker  and  Senate  President  that  they  want  out  by  June. 

In  the  ordinary  process  there  would  be  time  to  let  people  know  about  the  hearings 
but  things  are  coming  up  so  fast  that  it  hasn't  always  been  possible. 

Leg  Sir.  Cashman  read  the  new  Minimum  Wage  Requirements  and  a  motion  was  duly  made 
&  seconded  that  a  copy  be  sent  to  the  members  of  the  Board.  So  voted. 

The  link  deposit  bill  is  going  to  pass. 

With  regard  to  Labor  Law  Reform,  Sen.  Kennedy  says  he  is  for  it  and  Sen.  Brooke  is 
waiting  but  his  office  assures  that  he  will  be  with  us. 

There  is  difficulty  in  lobbying  S.951+,  an  MBTA  bill.  All  arbitration  bills  were 
formerly  ^ent  to  Transportation.  They  are  now  being  sent  to  Public "Service.  We 
are  trying  to  have  the  Speaker  recommit  them  to  Transportation.  Nickinello  agreed 
to  attach  it  to  the  MBTA  reorganization  bill. 

Regarding  S.536,  legislation  on  medical  insurance  coverage,  Leg.  Dir.  Cashman  talked 
to  Senator  Foley  &  was  told  that  there  would  be  no  trouble.  Nobody  believes  that 
2,35^  jobs  paying  anywhere  between  §7.00  and  $12.00  per  hour  will  be  affected  by 
the  Bottle  &  Can  Bill.  They  also  don't  believe  that  industry  will  leave  the  State. 
The  information  we  have  is  that  they  will  leave  the  State.  Industry  promised  to 
come  up  with  some  monetary  relief  to  fight  the  bill  which  they  haven't  done.  The 
people  fighting  the  bill  are  in  the  hole  for  3  or  ij  thousand  dollars.  Due  to  the 
Legislative  process  Lois  Pines'  bill  went  to  the  Energy  Committee.  We  only  got  k 
votes  for  Labor  in  this  Committee.  We  have  had  the  bill  delayed  by  the  Speaker 
so  that  we  can  get  the  Litter  bill  out  of  Piro's  Committee. 

We  have  been  requested  by  other  organizations  to  support  their  legislation.  Former 
Secretary-Treasurer  Ken  Kelley  asked  us  to  support  S.1155  reducing  the  age  of   .  < 
eligibility  for  real  estate  tax  exemption  to  the  age  sixty-five  and  H.lj.70£  establishing 
an  Ombudsman  unit  within  the  Department  of  Elder  Affairs.  He  has  also  been  given 
five  bills  for  the  consumer  coalition  relative  to  consumers. 

Motion  duly  made  &  seconded  to  accept  Legislative  Report.  So  voted. 

Exec.  Y.P.  Prendergast  noted  that  there  are  62  Workmen's  Comp.  bills  and  we  get 
Widow's  Benefits  we  will  be  doing  good. 

Motion  duly  made  &  seconded  to  turn  communications  over  to  Executive  Officers. 
So  -voted. 

V.P.  Tarallo  told  the  Council  that  a  communication  would  be  coming  from  the  Laborers 
International  Union  through  Regional  V.P.Coia  inviting  President  Cleary  to  attend 
their.  Anniversary  in  Florida  April  9  -  19»  Motion  duly  made  &  seconded  to  approve 
President  Cleary  going  to  Florida.   So  voted. 

Ivoney  Joseph  Buttner,  Legislative  Liaison  for  the  Mass.  Bar  Association  spoke  to 
the  Council  about  the  Widow's  Benefits  Bills.  There  are  a  number  of  bills  filed 
this  year  but  the  best  one  is  S.122.  H.2709  is  a  bad  bill  as  it  has  an  offset 
provision.  If  it  gets  by  on  Widow's  Benefits  next  year  they  will  be  back  to  do  it 
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another  time  with  employees'  benefits. 

Exec.  V.P.  Osborn  introduced  Janice  Weiss  and  Elian  Bergman  of  Americans  for  Energy 
Independence  who  spoke  about  rejuvenating  the  New  England  sector  of  Americans  for 
Energy  Independence.  Mr.  Bergman  told  the  Council  that  Janice  Weiss  is  the  New  England 
Regional  Co-ordinator.   She  will  be  available  for  energy  educational  programs  for 
people  interested  in  learning  about  energy. 

V.P.  Tarallo  is  going  to  work  for  American  Income  Life  and  invited  the  Council  to  a 
reception  after  the  next  meeting  which  is  going  to  be  held  on  April  20th. 

V.P  I-Irllo  reported  on  the  situation  in  Lowell  wherein  the  local  Barber's  Union  is 
attempting  to  organize  that  industry.  As  of  Tuesday  of  this  week  their  percentage 
in  organizing  exceeded  100%.  They  are  now  working  on  shops  outside  of  the  Lowell 
area.  He  told  the  Council  about  a  fund  raiser  that  the  Greater  Lowell  Barber  Stylists 
Local  323  is  presenting  on  May  10,  1978  at  8:00  P.M.  at  the  Speare  House  and  asked 
the  Council  to  support  the  function  and  to  get  bodies  there. 

Alexander's  Market  strike  is  still  going  on.  It  is  now  in  its  ll+th  month  and  thoy 
are  down  to  5  picketers.  On  Sunday  V.P.  Mello  was  invited  to  the  Teamsters  local  to 
addre&s  thorn  and  they  came  out  strongly  for  them.  They  have  $   picketers  and  no  money 
and  he  stated  that  he  would  appreciate  any  assistance  that  could  be  provided. 

A  group  from  Lowell  went  to  Washington  and  testified  regarding  the  National  Park 
issue  in  Lowell.  They  were  armed  with  a  resolution  and  a  letter  from  President  Meany. 
The  Committee  has  backed  them  wholely.  Jackson  is  coming  out  in  favor.  The  Senate 
iav.-working  up  a  9  million  dollar  appropriation  for  Lowell.  It  is  about  a  5>0  million 
dollar  project. 

Motion  duly  made  &  seconded  to  adjourn.  So  voted.

REPORT 


Pres.  Cleary  told  the  Council  about  a  hearing  that  was  held  regarding  complaints 
against  the  Buffalo  Tank  Division  of  Bethlehem  Steel  Co.  of  Worcester.  At  this 
hearing  a  local  union  officer,  Robert  verdoTino  reqaested  party  status  and  the 
judge  refused.  John  L.  Fitton,  Staff  Rep.  of  the  United  Steelworkers  wrote  a 
letter  to  Timothy  Cleary,  Chairman  of  0SHA  Review  Commission  requesting  a  review 
due  to  the  fact  that  Verdolino  was  refused  party  status.  Pres.  Cleary  was  also 
asked  to  send  a  letter  to  Tim  Cleary  which  he  did  stating  that  he  felt  Labor  a.s 
well  as  management  should  be  heard  and  that  employees  taking  time  from  work  should 
be  allowed  to  testify  at  hearings  that  regard  their  personal  safety.  He  asked  that 
the  case  be  reviewed.  On  April  6th  Pres.  Cleary  received  an  Order  stating  that 
Commissioner  Bamako  had  recused  himself  from  voting  in  this  case  and  he  could  not 
take  official  action  on  Pres.  Cleary' s  petition.  It  noted,  however,  that  Chairman 
Cleary  voted  to  grand  the  appeal.  On  April  7th  Pres.  Cleary  was  ordered  to  appear 
in  the  Commission  Courtroom  on  May  l8th  at  10:00  A.M.  to  explain  his  violation  on 
Commission  Rules  102  &  103  by  making  an  ex  parte  contact  with  the  Chairman  of  the 
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Commission.  An  ex  parte  contact  is  a  one-sided  contact.  Pres.  Cleary  has  turned 
all  this  information  over  to  Attorney  Segal. 

Pres.  Cleary  &  Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  were  speaking  with  a  number  of  Paperworkers 
headed  up  by  Camille  Boudreau  out  of  Fitchburg.  They  were  informed  that  there  are 
3  companies  in  the  United  States  that  make  a  certain  type  of  electronic  condenser 
paper.  These  three  plants  are  located  in  Westfield,  Fitchburg  and  Lee,  Massachusetts. 
There  is  also  a  company  in  Finland  that  manufactures  this  paper.  It  has  been  in 
competition  with  the  Massachusetts  companies  but  have  not  had  the  availability  of 
delivery.  They  contemplate  putting  up  a  storage  shed  in  Lenox,  bringing  the  paper 
over,  cutting  &  slitting  it  here  and  distributing  it.  They  would  still  be  able  to 
undersell  our  products  in  Mass.  because  the  Finnish  government  is  subsidizing  them. 
Pres.  Cleary  spoke  to  our  Congressmen  and  Cong.  Conte  is  most  involved.  Corg>  Conte 
is  going  to  try  to  get  to  Strauss,  the  Special  Rep.  for  Trade  Negotiations  about  this. 
This  is  dumping.  Cong.  Conte  will  be  in  touch  with  us  although  Pres.  Cleary  is  not 
sure  if  we  may  have  received  this  too  late.  The  letter  to  the  Deputy  Commissioner  of 
the  Mass.  Dept.  of  Commerce  &  Development  from  the  President  of  Crocker  Technical 
Papers,  Inc.  in  Fitchburg  was  dated  March  21st.  Pres.  Cleary  also  spoke  to  Howard 
Smith  about  this  and  read  a  memorandum  from  Smith  to  Crosier  asking  him  to  check  into 
it  to  see  what  is  happening  and  what,  if  anything,  could  and  should  be  done  to  protect 
the  Mass.  companies  and  their  employees.  Pres.  Cleary  will  follow  up  on  this  at  our 
next  meeting. 

Pres.  Cleary  reminded  the  Council  that  we  had  a  resolution  from  the  Coalition  of  Labor 
Union  Women  encouraging  membership  at  our  last  meeting.  The  resolution  was  tabled  and 
there  was  a  representative  from  CLUW  who  wanted  to  speak.  He  asked  V.P.  Campobasso 
to  introduce  her. 

V.P.  Campobasso  introduced  Judy  Mendoza  who  is  a  member  of  his  union,  is  in  ckorge  of 
Social  Services  Department  and  is  Vice  President  of  CLUW. 

Ms.  Mendoza  stated  that  CLUW  was  formed  in  March  of  1978  and  she  gave  out  the 
statement  that  Pres.  George  Meany  gave  supporting  the  Coalition  of  Labor  Uni  yp   Women. 
She  explained  that  this  is  a  pro  labor  organization  which  is  made  up  of  approximately 
l/3  men.  You  have  to  be  a  union  meml-er  to  belong.  They  would  like  to  set  up  Chapters 
in  Boston  and  Southeastern  Massachusetts.   Some  of  the  programs  they  are  working  on 
is  the  J. P.  Stevens  boycott,  Labor  Law  Reform  and  National  Health  Security.  They  are 
willing  to  get  involved  in  any  important  legislation  to  the  Labor  movement  as  a  whole. 
They  will  not  get  involved  with  issues.  Anything  important  is  check  with  the  National 
Office.   On  the  state  level  they  will  not  get  involved  with  any  strikes.  Whatever  the 
Labor  movement  wants  them  to  do  or  doesn't  want  them  to  do  they  will  accept. 

CLUW  was  discussed  with  Exec  V.P.  Osborn  &  V.P.  Flynn  pointing  out  that  the  reason 
they  were  questioning  the  organization  was  because  at  one  time  there  were  some 
undesirable  members  and  they  were  creating  problems  in  the  Labor  movement.  V.P. 
Hamilton  advised  that  he  found  out  that  a  member  of  CLUW  was  appearing  at  Ms  union 
hall  sometime  in  June  and  that  he  had  no  prior  knowledge  of  it.  Ms.  Mendoza  stated 
that  sbe  would  check  this  out.  V.P.  Campobasso  stated  that  the  purpose  of  this 
organisation  is  to  operate  within  the  framework  of  the  labor  organizations  that  may 
become  involved,  not  do  things  on  their  own.  He  asked  that  the  Council  give  this 
matter  consideration. 

Motion  was  duly  made  &  seconded  to  take  the  resolution  from  the  table.  So  voted. 

V.P.  Campobasso  made  a  motion  which  was  seconded  by  V.P.  Flynn  that  the  Council 
comply  with  the  CLUW  resolution.  So  voted  with  V.P.  Brunelle  abstaining  and  V.P. 
Cardinal  voting  present. 
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With  regard  to  the  Murphy  amendment  on  the  Cuter  Continental  Shelf  Lands  Act 
Amendment  which  would  require  that  the  platforms  &  rigs  bo  built  American,  Pres. 
Cleary  reminded  the  Council  that  it  lost  by  7  votes  and  by  virtue  of  that  a  change 
of  l\.  votes  would  have  won  it.  Only  three  of  our  Congressmen  from  Mass.  voted  for  it 
and  they  were  Moakley,  Burke  &  Cuirte.  It  was  disturbing  to  see  our  delegation  vote 
against  American  jobs.  Pres.  Cleary  met  with  all  of  our  Congressmen  in  Washington 
with  the  exception  of  Drinan  &  Boland.  He  spoke  to  Drinan  about  this  before.  The 
Congressmen  told  him  they  were  not  lobbied  that  much  on  it.  Pres.  Cleary  received 
different  reports  from  his  national  and  other  internationals  saying  that  they  were 
lobbied  on  it. 

V.P.  Tarallo  pointed  out  that  the  Congressmen  should  take  our  wishes  for  granted. 
They  are  Americans. 

Pros.  Cleary  spoke  about  other  Buy  American  amendments  that  weren't  passed.   It  is 
the  feeling  of  Congress  that  if  these  amendments  were  to  pass  then  there  would  be 
retaliation  from  the  rest  of  the  world  on  free  trade.  They  also  said  it  would  open 
up  a  trade  war.  Pres.  Cleary  told  them  that  he  appreciated  the  explanation,  however, 
as  far  as  he  is  concerned  it  is  jobs  and  they  voted  against  jobs.  Cong.  Coni"?  is 
going  to  bring  up  another  Buy  American  bill.   It  has  been  filed  and  we  might;  :uve 
another  chance.  We  will  have  to  hit  them  hard  and  hope  that  the  bill  comes  oat  of 
committee  with  a  favorable  report. 

There  was  a  discussion  about  Free  Trade  &  imports  and  V.P.  Hamilton  suggested  that 
all  members  of  local  unions  or  at  least  the  Vice  Presidents  publicize  some  of  these 
issues  in  a  form  that  lends  itself  to  republication.  We  should  tell  our  members  that 
these  items  are  taking  bround  out  of  our  pockets. 

V.P.  Hamilton  made  a  motion  which  was  duly  seconded  to  offer  to  various  members  of 
unions  publicity  releases  on  these  subjects  starting  with  Buy  American.   So  voted, 

Pres.  Cleary  stated  that  he  would  appreciate  a  follow  up  on  the  Murphy  amendment. 

With  regard  to  Labor  Law  Reform,  we  are  going  to  have  problems  in  cloture.  We  feel 
that  we  have  the  vote  to  pass  but  we  are  wondering  if  we  have  the  vote  to;st~\p  a 
filibuster.  Pres.  Cleary  spoke  to  Brooke  &  Kennedy  and  he  thinks  we  will  be  all  right 
in  Mass.  The  longer  it  'goes  the  worse  it  gets.

Motion  duly  made  &  seconded  to  accept  President's  report.  So  voted. 

Note  was  made  that  a  quorum  was  present. 

Exec.  V.P.  Osborn  mentioned  the  discussions  that  we  have  been  having  with  regard 

to  splinter  groups  and  introduced  a  resolution  (copy  is  enclosed)  regarding  the  same. 

Motion  duly  made  &  seconded  to  adopt  the  resolution.   So  voted.

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become  a  journeyman.  This  will  open  up  the  trades  that  are  coming  into  being  through 
technology  advancement.  We  testified  for  it. 

There  was  a  well  attended  hearing  relative  to  wages  to  be  paid  under  certain  contracts 
for  public  workers.  The  cities  and  towns  are  trying  to  be  relieved  of  paying 
prevailing  wages.  Rep.  Barnicoat  moved  it  should  receive  an  ought-not-to-pass. 

Leg.  Dir.  Cashman  attended  a  Commerce  &  Labor  hearing  yesterday  where  some 
interesting  legislation  came  up  regarding  Sunday  openings.  We  voted  against  tool 
rental  companies  opening  on  Sundays  as  well  as  the  hauling  of  construction  material 
on  Sundays  which  the  Teamsters  also  voted  against. 

Sen.  Atkins  has  filed  a  bill  which  has  been  reported  out  favorably  from  his  committee 
that  would  decimate  collective  bargaining  and  arbitration  for  the  MBTA  union, 

Leg,  Dir.  Cashman  advised  that  the  number  of  candidates  for  the  Industrial  Accident 
Board  Commission  has  dwindled  down  to  three  and  Bob  Rodwell  is  one  of  them. 

Pres.  Cleary  pointed  out  that  if  the  MBTA  bill  passed  it  would  be  the  finish  of 
collective  bargaining  for  every  one  of  us.  We  have  to  block  it.

The  Bottle  Bill 


The  MBTA  Arbitration  Bill  is  giving  us  a  lot  of  problems.  He  attended  a  meeting  at 
the  Park  Plaza  on  Monday  to  discuss  this  legislation.  There  was  a  good  representation 
of  Labor  when  the  cry  for  help  was  put  out.  Teamsters,  Auto  Workers,  Public  Workers, 
Fire  Fighters  &  Teachers  were  some  of  the  unions  represented.  After  the  meeting  they 
went  to  the  State  House  where  vigorous  lobbying  went  on.  They  had  hoped  to  keep  it 
in  Ways  &  Means  but  it  got  out.  Our  count  for  putting  it  on  the  table  was  that  we 
would  win  by  1-3  votes.  We  lost  21-11+  with  a  couple  of  pairs.  The  bill  now  goes  into 
third  reading  and  this  will  bring  the  bill  out  in  debate.  It  was  supposed  to  be  brought 
out  yesterday  but  Pres.  Cleary  asked  Sen.  Atkins  to  give  us  a  week.  This  bill  will 
affect  the  Carmen's  Union  immediately  and  in  the  long  run  will  affect  all  of  us.  A 
bill  is  definitely  going  to  come  out  of  the  Senate  but  hopefully  we  can  water  it  down. 


Pres.  Cleary  stated  that  he  hoped  the  subject  of  whether  or  not  to  get  involved  in 
endorsements  before  the  primary  or  after  it  would  come  up.  Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  made 
a  motion  which  was  duly  seconded  by  V.P.  Flynn  that  the  1+  Executive  Officers,  the 
Cope  Dir.  and  the  Legislative  Dir.  meet  to  discuss  the  elections  and  bring  a  report 
back  to  the  June  meeting. 

This  subject  was  discussed  among  the  Council  members  and  then  motion  was  duly  made  & 
seconded  to  shut  off  debate.  So  voted.  A  vote  was  then  taken  on  Sec.-Treas. 
Loughlin'  s  motion  and  it  was  so  voted. 
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Motion  was  duly  made  &  seconded  to  accept  President's  Report.  So  voted. 

SECRETARY-TREASURER'S  REPORT 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  read  the  General  Fund  &  Cope  financial  reports.  Motion  duly 

made  &  seconded  to  accept  the  financial  reports.  So  voted. 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  told  the  Council  that  he  talked  to  Stan  Domini ck's  wife  and  she 
told  him  that  he  is  still  ill.  She  also  told  him  that  Stan  appreciates  the  cards  and 
letters  he  receives.  Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  urged  the  Council  members  to  keep  in  touch 
with  him. 

The  57  Restaurant  is  non  union  and  Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  stated  that  union  members 
should  stay  away  from  it. 

V.P.  Sullivan  stated  that  the  next  time  he  hears  about  Labor  attending  a  function 
there  he  is  going  to  throw  a  picket  line  around  it. 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  stated  that  there  seems  to  be  a  solid  block  of  Senators  at  the 
State  House  that  are  against  us.  Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin,  Pres.  Cleary  &  Danny  Murray 
met  with  Sen.  Atkins.  We  have  been  away  from  the  Democratic  State  Committee  for  some 
time.  They  ignore  us.  President  Cleary  thought  we  should  try  to  get  together  with 
them  again  so  we  supported  the  Committee.  Atkins  put  Pres.  Cleary  in  an  embarassing 
position  with  his  anti  labor  vote.  Sen.  Sisitsky  is  mad  because  Jack  Albano's  son  is 
running  against  him.  We  tried  to  get  him  not  to  vote  against  us.  When  the  vote  comes 
up  on  the  amendments  he  will  be  with  us. 

Motion  duly  made  &  seconded  to  accept  Secretary-Treasurer's  report.  So  voted.

Background 

On  more  than  one  occasion,  comments  have  been  made  about 
organized  labor's  absence  from  participation  in  education 
in  Massachusetts. 

Before,  during  and  since  the  Massachusetts  Colloquium 
at  University  of  Massachusetts-Boston,  organized  labor 
has  had  much  to  say.   It  is  unfortunate  that  their  only 
comment  which  seems  to  hold  up  is  that,  "The  voice  of 
labor  is  one  that  carries  no  weight  in  education."

Here  is  an  opportunity  ^art  yet  another  of  labor's 
statements,  that  is,  "  Labor  studies  courses  are  missing 
from  public  school  curriculvob.  " 

The  University  of  Massachusetts',  Institute  for 

Governmental  Services  heard,  and  as  a  result  wrote  "A 

proposal  to  Develope  a  Curriculum  on  Labor  and  Unions". 

This  is  the  work  of  a  public  institution  recognizing 

that  even  the  working  class  has  a  position  in  society. 

A  position  which  must  be  dealt  with  in  education.   Section  I 

of  the  proposal  entitled  "Statement  of  the  Problem"  is 

well  done  and  offers  a  perfect  prelude  to  this  entire  matter. 

II    Need 

Though  the  proposal  does  not  answer  all  the  needs  of 
students  in  this  field,  nor  does  it  go  far  enough  by 
allowing  the  necessary  exposure  to  all  students  due  to 
the  manner  in  which  some  industries  are  structured, 
it  is  a  fair  and  honest  beginning.

IV    Legitimacy 

This  labor  study  proposal  brings  to  the  surface  a  fact 
of  working  life  for  the  first  time.   The  fact  that 
educators  do  not  expose  all  issues  and  facts  of  life  to 
students . 

The  history  of  the  labor  movement  is  a  disgrace,  but  it 
is  so  to  different  people  for  different  reasons.   There 
are  those  who  feel  labor  should  have  no  voice  in  what 
they  understand  to  be  company  management  decisions. 
This  group  feels  that  the  history  of  the  labor  movement 
has  shown  increasing  power,  allowing  labor  to  affect 
managements'  right  to  manage,  which  is  then  considered 
disgraceful . 

On  the  other  hand  we  have  the  group  which  feel?  that  the 
history  of  the  development  of  the  working  class  is  an 
account  in  the  history  of  our  nation  which  should  not 
be  overlooked.   This  record  and  the  events  it  portrays 
has  affected  every  family  in  America  in  some  fashion. 
Yes,  even  this  school  of  thought  claims  the  history  of 
the  labor  movement  is  a  disgrace. 

There  has  been  only  one  other  such  struggle  in  America's 

history  and  that  is  the  Civil  Rights  movement.   Important 

asT8#f  may  be,  labor's  history  has  affected  more  families.       > 

The  disgrace  we  face  and  refuse  to  acknowledge  is 
unbelievable.   Why  do  we  refuse  to  acknowledge  it?   Simply, 
it  is  due  to  ignorance  of  the  issues  which  we  read  about 
in  the  news  and  talk  about  in  social  gjrups  but  we're  so 
far  removed  from  them  that  we  care  little  of  how  they 
affect  families  of  the  workers.   We  would  rather  concern 
ourselves  about  the  affects  of  worker  demands  upon  the 
community  or  economy,  for  this  we  seem  to  better  understand. 

It  appears  too  much  to  ask,  that  students  be  made  aware 
of  labor  studies,  the  one  greatest,  most  constant  influence 
on  their  entire  future.   Is  it  too  much  of  a  threat  to 
our  comfortable  society  and  school  system,  that  we  must 
refuse  such  a  course  and  send  our  students  on  their  way 
with  blind  ignorance  of  the  harshness  of  the  working  world?

We  seek  to  locate  work  experience  for  students,  but 
refuse  to  prepare  them  with  a  complete  package  of 
knowledge  of  the  workplace.   Hands  on  experience  is  the 
best  kind  of  training  but  how  are  workers  to  assist 
in  the  training  of  youth  who  are  ignorant  of  the  many 
relationsships  and  rules  of  the  workplace  without  feeling 
a  bit  of  animosity. 

We  must  stop  copping-out  and  admit  that  many  of  our 
programs  and  school  subjects  are  not  being  completed 
due  to  lack  of  teacher  and  or  student  experience  and 
motivation.   It  could  be  stated  another  way  and  that 
is,  school  incompetance . 

A  labor  studies  program  is  needed  and  I  seek  the  support 
of  all  parties  to  see  it  through.   There  is  something  in 
it  for  everyone,  for  if  we  can  carry  on  courses  in: 
Sex  education,  co-ed  physical- ed  classes,  co-ed  sports, 
Sociology,  Psychology,  Modern  films,  Black  studies, 
European  history  or  advanced  Basketweaving  then  we  must 
have  labor  studies.

Suggested  Proposal 

In  order  to  accomplish  all  that  Occupational  Education 
should  offer,  a  more  well  rounded  delivery  must  be 
developed.   This  can  be  accomplished  in  a  number  of  ways 
but  the  two  most  practical  would  concern  the  quality  of 
teaching . 

1.  We  can  educate  a  new  cadre  of  occupational  education 
teachers  who  will  have  experience  in  the  many  industries 
represented  by  class  or  school  subjects.  OR  ...
